A 
new 
method 
of 
road 
construc­ 
tion 
which was recently evolved 
la 
Clark county, Ga., Is called the top 
soil 
method, 
because it consists of 
building the road out of the surface 
soil from the adjacent fields. 
In some 
respects it is like the sand-clay meth­ 
od. while in others It Is similar to the 
gravel road. 
So far as the writer is 
aware, Clark county, Ga., eujoys the 
distinction o f having originated 
this 
method. 
The details were worked out 
by Professor C. M. Strahn of Georgia 
university 
and 
Clark 
county’s 
com­ 
missioner of deeds. 
The success of this method depends 
largely upon the soil used 
Just any 
soil will not do. 
It must have enough 
sand or grave! in it to resist the action 
of the traffic and weather and enough 
clay to bind the particles together. 
It 
is well known that, although clay has 
a 
high cementing value, it will not 
make a good road if used alone on ac­ 
count of the fact that when it is wet 
it absorbs moisture and softens. 
It 
Is also well known that round, water 
worn gravel or sand which Is clean 
and free from clay will not produce a 
satisfactory road surface because nei­ 
ther will bind. but lf clay, gravel and 
sand are mixed together in certain 
proportion* they have l>een found to 
produce a surface which will lie both 
hard and smooth the year round. 
If these materials can be found al­ 
ready mixed the trouble and expense 
of mixing can lie avoided 
It is a com ­ 
mon practice throughout the United 
States to use bank gravel for road aar- 
facing which has a little clay Iii It. 
but Clark couufy is the first, I 
lie 
I ieee, to skin the top soil from the 
adjacent fields and use it for this pur

It was observed in Clark county 
that where the top soil consisted of 
a 
mixture of saiid, gravel and clay 
the sand an d gravel had been drawn 
toward the surface ami Incorporated 
with the clay during cultivation. 
The road is located and graded Iii 
the 
sa m e 
manner a s for gravel or 
macadam. 
The 
foundation 
is 
then 
shafted 
with 
a 
road 
machine 
and 
slightly crowned in the center, after 
which a layer of suitable top soil Is 
spread to a width of about sixteen 
feet aud a depth of about ten Inches 
lu the center and three or four in* bes 
at the sides. 
The next step Is to 01*11 
up the side ditches with a road ma 
chine. 
The earth from the ditches Is 
thrown up against the !>ed of top soil 
as a shoulder. 
T he road machine Is then used to 
level off the surface ami to give it the 
pro|*r sloj** from tile center to the 
side ditches. 
The road is now thrown 
open to traffic ami soon parks down 
into m 
bani. dry surfare. 
lf rainy 
weather occurs during the spreading 
of the material or soon after, so muck 
the lefter 
Wet weather and heavy 
trattle assist iii the mixing and pud­ 
dling process. 
After this process has 
continued until the surface soil is thor 
oughly mixed the road is dressed anil 
res Imped with a light tw o horse grader. 
This treatment is continued until the 
surface is well hardened ami all soft 
or uneven s(»ots are removed. 
To get the best top soil along any 
particular road hand samples are tak 
en and examined before the work is 
begun. 
Samples of uniform size are 
selected and the (>ercentage of gravel. 
sand and Hay ascertained by washing 
out the clay and sifting out the sam!. 
The sample which appears to have 
about 
the right 
proportion of sand, 
gravel and clay is selected. 
From IO 
to 25 per cent of clay appears to I* 
sufficient for binding material. 
Aside from lh*- grading, these top 
soil roads cost from $250 to $300 (>er 
mile. 
The road shown in the photo­ 
graph was so bad tile winter before 
it was improved that the traffic was 
forved into the adjacent woods and 
cotton fields to avoid the deep ruts 
aud mud holes. Although the road had 
just passel through a hard winter and 
had 
lieen subjected to much 
heavy 
hauling, the photograph shows that 
now it is not only free from ruts and 
iDUdholes. 
but 
that 
it 
is 
hard 
and 
•inooth.—Maurice O. Eldridge in Good

D elicacy From R oum ania W h ich W ill 
Bo G row n Hero. 
Th** department of agriculture is al­ 
w a y s alert for something new. and the 


d ip lo m a tic aud consular officers o f the 
United States have special orders to be 
on the lookout 
for new 
fruits and 
vegetables. 
Ko well have these orders been car­ 
ried out that many new and strange 
fruits and vegetables have found their 
w ay ti* the tables of the American 
housekeeper. 
(hie o f the latest and liest th^igs in 
this line has been the Introduction into 
the United States of the Roumauian 
watermelon. 
This was the result o f a 
deal consummated by the late minister 
to Roumania. Horace G. Knowles. 
When Mr. Know les found this melon 
grow ing among the foothills of Car- 
patbia lie realized that it 
would 
la* 
Just the thing to serve individually in 
America, and instead o f hotels serv­ 
ing huge slices o f watermelon it would 
(a* possible to serve a 
whole uncut 
watermelon of the Roumanian variety, 
equal In e v e r y way to the best Georgia 
melon. 
The new m elon b a s a thin skin, aud 
the meat, which is less fibrous than 
the American melon. Is both yellow 
and red in color. 
The flavor is deli­ 
cate and delicious, but the chief char­ 
acteristic of the fruit is irs size. which 
is a la *ut that of a g*aal size*! grape­ 
fruit or shaddock. 
After a thor*nigh test by the argicul- 
tural department, 
which 
found that 
Hie Roumanian melon could l*e success­ 
fully gro\> ti w herever our own melons 
would grow, arui having been assured 
o f its royal reception by the American 
public, Mr. Knowles was anxious to 
repay the gift. 
He had noticed that 
corn in Roumania was one o f the chief 
articles «*f agriculture, but that sweet 
corn was unknown. 
Accordingly he 
obtained a quantity o f seed, hired sev­ 
eral plots of ground and Instructed the 
Roumanians In its culture. 
The result was so successful and the 
corn so thoroughly enjoyed that the 
king called Mr. Know les to a private 
audience and thanked him for making 
It |H»ssible for the Roumanian people 
to gain tills delicacy. 
This m**lon has received su* h a w el­ 
come a ini so great bas been the de­ 
mand for it that tw o large hotels iii 
New 
York 
aud 
Philadelphia 
have 
agreed to take all that eau is* grown 
in th** United States during the next 
year. and It is their intention to fea­ 
ture them on their menus
